Prohibition enforcement, as every­ 
body knows, is lax, or at least inef­ 
fective, in some parts of the country. 
The chief cause of this is doubtless to 
be found in the peculiar public atti­ 
tude which, after approving on the 
whole, of the prooibttion amendment 
and legislation, takes no special in­ 
terest iti their observance. 
Nearly all 
the responsibility is left to tin* fed­ 
eral organization to make Hie Vol­ 
stead ar t effect Ive. anti that organic 
ution is not equal to the task. 
United States Prohibition Commis­ 
sioner Kramer, in a 
recent 
state­ 
ment, gives much light on the sub­ 
ject. 
Congress appropriated 
$4,500,- 
ooo to be used for enforcement, but 
$750,000 of it is usa cl to enforce tin* 
anti narcotic laws. leaving only $3.- 
750.000 to control I In* illicit 
liquor 
traffic, 
it is not possible, with that 
sum, to maintain a force of more than 
1.000 officers. 
That is not enough, in 
the present situation, when It is neces­ 
sary ut Hie same time to prevent tile 
illicit manufacture of liquor and to 
gourd against tIm* improper distribu­ 
tion ol 
the vast amount 
left over 
when th** dry amendment went into 
effect. 
Even a much larger force of federal 
officers could not prevent abuse and 
defiance of Hie Volstead law in com­ 
munities w I wire there is no local co­ 
operation. 
"Many states,'' explains Air. Kramer 
"have no stall prohibition laws. That 
is (rue in th© admittedly wet states 
like New York and Pennsylvania, 
in 
such eases when arrests are made the 
cases have to be handled in federal 
courts exclusively. 
Tile 
dockets 
of 
many federal courts are now clogged. 
In 
New York 
alone we have now 
about 2.000 persons awaiting trial. 


“As prohibition becomes more gen 
orally accepted and the stale and lo 
cal laws more nearly conform to the 
federal law, many of these (uses will 
be handled as pol id court cases, and 
the dockets of the federal courts will 
be relieved." 


Such state and local laws are e s ­ 
sential. if prohibition 
is 
to 
bi! 
ell 
forced uniformly throughout the n a ­ 
tion. as every federal law should he 
Au effort should be made to obtain 
them promptly wherever they are not 
already provided. 
It is absurd to nu- 
pose Hie whole burden ut upholding 
the law on the federal government 
when the infringements are, in nearly 
every lase, purely local offenses, anil 
could properly be handled by the local 
authorities. 


If tile local community is not in 
sympathy with the federal enforce­ 
ment law, that makes little difference 
The logic of the situation points just 
tile same to local (o p eratio n . 
lf tin 
law is unjust, the surest way to get 
It changed la to enforce it.
